Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Gardner  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  Burton  Latimer  Urban  District  for  I96I. 

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  for  I96I  was 
4,400,  showing  an  increase  of  50  on  the  i960  figure.  The  crude  birth  rate  was 
16.14  per  1,000  population  compared  with  15.53  for  I96O.  The  corresponding  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  was  I7.4. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  found  to  be  I3.I8  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  12.81  in  i960  and  the  corresponding  national  figure  of  12.0. 

Perusal  of  the  vital  statistics  7/hich  I have  quoted  shows  the  chief  causes 
of  death  as  heart  disease,  cancer  and  cerebral  apoplexy. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  that  nine  old  people's  bmgalows  were 
erected  during  the  year.  It  is  satisfying  to  note  that  the  tenants,  in  a large 
nimber  of  these  bungalows,  came  from  slum  clearance  properties. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  followings -

COM'lENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  POPULATION 

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  (196I)  v/as 
4,400,  30  more  than  the  mid-year  estimate  for  i960.  In  the  census.,  which 
was  taken  on  25rd  April,  the  population  figure  was  foiand  to  be  4,401-  This 
shows  an  increase  of  29O  in  the  decennial  period  1951  to  I96I. 

2.  BIRTHS 

There  were  7I  live  births  in  I96I,  4 more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  I6.I4  per  1,000  population.  This  rate, 
standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and  sex  compostion  of  the  population, 
gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  I6.3O.  The  adjusted,  or  corrected,  birth  rate  is 
obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a figure  known  as  the  Comparability 
Factor.  The  factor  for  Burton  Latimer  is  1.01.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
16.30  compares  with  the  rate  of  I5.48  fo^  I96O  and  the  provisional  crude  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  17*4  per  1,000  population. 

3.  DEATHS 

There  v;ere  58  deaths  from  all  causes  in  I96I,  two  more  than  in  i960, 
giving  a crude  death  rate  of  I3.I8  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  13.71*  The 
Comparability  Factor  in  this  case  for  Burton  Latimer  is  I.04.,  the  provisional 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0. 

4.  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD 

Of  the  58  deaths  during  the  year,  28  bodies  were  disposed  of  by  cremation 
at  Kettering  Borough  Crematorium,  giving  a percentage  of  48.2. 

5.  INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

There  were  three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  ^wo  of  these 
deaths  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  that 
is  the  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  expressed  per  1,000  live  births, 
is  42.25.  This  rate  compares  with  29.85  for  i960  and  the  current  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  which  is  21. 4.  The  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  is  28.17 
compared  with  29.85  for  i960.  The  current  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban  District,  for  which  services  the 
Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health 
and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northam.ptonshire  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  manv  of  these  services  under  Part  III  of 
the  1946  National  Health  Service  Act, 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  and  the  Department  of  Pathology 
at  Kettering  General  Hospital  are  available  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in 
connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases. 

AMBULAI'ICE  SERVICE. 

This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County  Coimoil  is  responsible. 
The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  performs  this  function  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  for  all  patients  excepting  those  suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 

DOMICILIARY SERVICES . 


These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are  all 
highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The 
Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more 
valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries  during  periods  of  illness  or 
confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  own  houses,  so  that  they 
can  retain  their  treasured  independence. 

CHILD  V/ELFARE  CENTRE. 

A clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Vfednesday  in  every  month  at  the 
Baptist  Church,  Meeting  Lane.  A Medical  Officer  attends  one  of  these  sessions. 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  and 
vaccination  against  smallpox  are  free  services,  available  either  from  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age  srroups  of  children 
can  also  be  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis'  this  is 
done  through  the  School  Health  Service.

OLD  PEOPLE'S  ti/ELFARE  COMMITTEE. 

This  v/as  formed  in  1952  and  is  made  up  of  representatives  of  the  Council 
and  other  locoH  organ! sections . Amongst  other  things,  the  Committee  organises  a 
Darby  and  Joan  Club  which  meets  regularly  every  Friday,  and  which  has  a membership 
of  approximately  120  old  people.  The  Club  caters  for  about  a quarter  of  the  over 
65 's  in  the  term.  The  more  infirm,  members  are  taken  to  and  from  tboir  homes  by 
' bus , 


During  the  summer  of  I96I,  three  country  outings  were  arranged  and,  during 
the  winter,  visits  were  made  to  four  amateur  stage  shows,  including  a pantomime. 
During  the  year,  twenty-two  members  visited  Clacton  imder  tho  County  holiday  scheme 
and  thirty- two  went  to  Southsea  under  the  Committee's  own  scheme. 

On  the  25rd  February,  I96I,  a chiropody  service  v/as  inaugura^ted  for  the 
benefit  of  all  old  age  pensioners  in  the  district.  During  the  ten  months  to  the 
end  of  December  I96I,  450  treatments  were  given.  A room  at  the  Council  Offices 
was  set  aside  for  a chiropodist  and  in  thirteen  visits  he  was  able  to  give  271 
treatments.  A further  229  treatments  were  given  at  his  own  surgery  a.t  Kettering 
or  at  the  surgeries  of  other  chiropodists.  This  foot  treatment  is  grea.tly 
apprecia.ted  by  the  old  people  and  only  costs  them  a foe  of  2s,  6d.  per  treatment. 

The  demand  for  treatment  is  quite  high  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will,  in  due  course, 
be  possible  to  increase  the  number  of  chiropodist's  visits  to  Burton  Latimer  so 
that  more  old  people  can  eventually  bo  treated  in  their  own  town. 

TUBERCULOSIS  AFTER-CARE  COM/IITTEE. 


This  committee,  originally  set  up  to  assist  people  convalescing  from 
tuberculosis,  has  now  extended  its  scope  to  include  those  with  other  chest  complaints 
and  heart  disease.  At  the  present  time,  there  are  only  seven  patients  on  the 
committee's  books  and  the  committee  continues  in  its  w;ork  to  raise  funds  to  provide 
assistance  whore  necessary. 

NATIUNAL  ASSISTAITCE  ACT,  1948  - SECTION  47 • 

This  Act  gives  local  authorities  povrer  to  eno.ble  them  to  deal  expeditiously 
with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  wJiich  they  are  unable 
to  provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  Although  no 
formal  action  was  ta,ken  irnder  this  Section  of  the  Act  during  the  year,  I visited 
two  cases  ’vhere  it  wras  thought  that  it  might  be  necessary  to  invoke  these  provisions. 
These  problems  were,  hov/ever,  resolved  in  a less  stcnmi  manner. 
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SECTION  C 


WATEE  SUPPLY, 

An  ample  supply  of  uater,  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity,  was 
maintained  throughout  the  district  during  the  year.  The  water  supply  to  Burton 
Latimer  comes  from  the  Pitsford  Reservoir,  where  the  raw  water  is  filtered  and 
softened  before  distribution  takes  place. 

No  serious  interruptions  to  the  supply  took  place  during  the  year, 
ilpart  from  the  installation  of  various  nev;  stopcocks  and  the  repair  of  others,  no 
major  works  in  respect  of  the  installation  of  new  7;ator  mains  or  the  removal  of 
existing  old  water  mains  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

During  the  year,  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  v/ater  Board  has  taken  fifty-six 
bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  v/ater  out  of  Pitsford  Reservoir,  fifty-eight 
of  the  sedimented  v/ater  and  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  final  filtered  v/ater. 

In  addition,  thirteen  examinations  were  made  of  the  water  dravm  from  taps  in  Biirton 
Latimer  itself.  All  these  samples  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory,  A total  of 
twenty-eight  samples  from  all  the  Board's  souroes  were  chemically  analysed  and, 
again,  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  there  was  no  contamination  in  the  town  and  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

Almost  all  of  the  tovm.'s  houses  have  the  tov/n  supply  piped  into  the  house. 
There  are  approximately  twenty-four  houses  still  supplied  from  a stand-pipe  in  the 
yard,  but  these  are  scheduled  for  eventual  reconstruction,  closure  or  demolition 
under  the  slum  clearance  scheme. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL . 

The  tovra's  sewage  system  functioned  without  any  difficulties  being 
experienced  during  the  past  year. 

A nevj  foul  and  surface  water  sewer  v/as  laid  from  a point  to  the  west  of 
the  Pinedon  Road  Estate  and  terrcinating  at  the  end  of  Bridle  Road,  These  sewers 
have  been  laid  with  the  puiq)Ose  of  enabling  the  ground  bet’, /eon  the  boundaries  of 
Regent  Road  on  the  north,  Q,ueensway  to  the  south  and  Pinedon  Street  to  the  east 
to  be  drained  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  this  ground  between  these  boundaries  will 
be  developed  in  the  near  future. 

Six  houses  in  Bridle  Road,  v/hich  previously  drained  to  their  ovm  septic 
tanks,  have  been  connected  up  to  this  foul  sewer. 

One  house  in  Regent  Road,  which  previously  drained  to  its  ovm  septic 
tank,  was  connected  to  the  existing  sewer  in  Regent  Road  last  year.  This  leaves 
three  houses  in  the  tov/n  and  a few  isolated  farm  houses  still  to  be  connected  to 
the  town's  sev/erage  system. 
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HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


House  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  and  this  service  xms  maintained  in 
an  efficient  manner  throughout  the  year.  The  labour  force  necessary  to  carry  out 
this  work  remained  relatively  stable  and  only  during  periodic  lapses  due  to  illness 
with  the  staff  were  we  understaffed. 

The  cleansing  vehicle  which  is  used  for  this  collection  functioned  very 
well  and  no  trouble  v/as  experienced. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Buccleuch  Quarry,  which  is  situated 
about  one  mile  south-east  of  the  tovm  centre.  The  tip  consists  of  old  ironstone 
workings  and  there  is  ample  capacity  for  many  years  to  come,  provided  the  nuisance 
element  can  be  contained.  Due  to  its  natural  high  elevation,  exposed  situation 
and  the  steep  tipping  face  which  has  to  be  worked,  the  control  of  nuisance  at  the 
tip,  and  particularly  with  waste  paper  blowing  on  to  the  trunk  road,  has  been  a 
great  soui’ce  of  trouble  this  past  year.  Despite  the  fixing  of  additional  heightened 
fencing  on  the  road  side  of  the  refuse  tip,  the  waste  paper  continued  to  blow  on 
and  across  the  tnmk  road.  The  fire  nuisance  too  caused  quite  a problem  and  to 
try  and  reduce  this  risk  the  Council  has  installed  a water  seivice  at  the  tip. 

This  water  service  is  taken  directly  off  the  water  main  which  runs  past  the  entrance 
to  the  tip  and  when  there  is  any  danger  of  a serious  fire  taking  place,  the  Council's 
workmen  will  soak  the  tip  face  with  water  from  this  service. 

Rat  treatment  is  carried  out  regularly. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMIiGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949. 

TYventy-two  treatments  have  been  carried  out  in  private  and  local  authority 
houses  and  nine  on  business  premises  during  the  year.  In  addition,  and  by  agree- 
ment with  the  ovmer,  treatment  was  carried  out  on  one  agricultural  premise. 

Tvro  informal  letters  were  served  under  Section  4 of  the  Act  on  owners  of 
agricultural  premises  in  the  district. 

The  refuse  tip  was  given  two  treatments  during  the  year. 

Once  during  the  year  a section  of  the  tovm's  sewers  were  treated  by  the 
Rodent  Operator.  Seventy-one  manholes  were  treated.  This  number  is  slightly  in 

excess  of  previous  average  treatments  and  in  each  case  good  results  were  experienced. 

mortuary. 

There  is  a stone  built  bier  house  at  the  old  cem.etery  which  is  used  as  a 
mortuary  if  and  when  required. 

FACTORIES  MTD  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  eighteen  factories  in  the  district.  Routine  inspections  were 
made  and  no  defects  were  found. 

In  August  of  last  year  there  were  fifty-eight  outv/orkers  living  in 
Burton  Latimer.  Routine  inspections  were  carried  out. 

Prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937 
are  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  MD  HOUSING  ACTSo 

The  Co-uncil  is  steadily  pursuing  its  slura  clearance  policy  and  is  novi? 
about  to  start  on  its  second  five  year  programme.  Under  the  request  contained 
in  Ministry  Circular  No.  2/60,  a further  review  v\ras  made  of  the  unfit  dwellings 
in  the  district. 

The  original  list  of  proposals  submitted  to  the  Minister  on  22nd  July, 
1955?  and  approved  on  21st  February,  1956,  contained  sixty-one  unfit  dvTellings  and 
to  this  list  was  later  added  a further  sixteen  unfit  dvrellings.  The  present 
position  with  regard  to  these  dvrellings  is  as  followss-

Still  occupied  3 

77 

Of  the  thirty-nine  dwellings  not  yet  demolished,  tvrenty-four  are  now 
owned  by  the  Council  and  will  be  demolished  shortly  and  the  fifteen  privately  owned 
have  been,  or  are  to  be,  converted  to  other  use.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  almost 
all  of  the  first  programme  has  been  carried  out  by  negotiation  and  agreement  with 
the  various  o\mers  and  that  fev;  demolition  or  closing  orders  have  had  to  be  served. 
Forty-eight  cottages  and  the  sites  of  tv/o  further  cotta.ges  have  been  acquired  by 
the  Coimcil  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  sites  by  the  Council  itself.  In  each 
case  the  acquisition  was  carried  out  by  negotiation  through  the  District  Valuer 
and  no  compulsory  purchase  order  had  to  be  served. 

Although  the  first  programme  is  not  quite  complete,  preliminary  work  has 
already  commenced  on  the  second  programme  and  all  ovmers  of  imfit  properties  listed 
have  already  been  forewarned  of  impending  action. 

Nine  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  I96I.  All  of  the  nine 
houses  completed  w'ere  composed  of  one-bedroom  type  old  people's  bungalows  and  the 
tenants,  in  a large  number  of  these  bungalov/s,  were  from  slum  clearance  properties. 

Plans  and  proposals  for  further  treatment  of  slum  clearance  areas  in  the 
centre  of  the  to^/n  are  being  considered  by  the  Council,  although  the  actual  pace 
with  which  this  ?;ork  v/ill  proceed  may  be  rather  sIoy;  due  to  the  high  building  costs 
coupled  with  the  high  borrowing  rates.  The  areas  under  consideration,  v/hen 
eventually  complete,  will  go  a long  vray  to  improving  the  central  older  part  of 
the  tov/n. 


Nine  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise  during  the  yea,r  and 
thirteen  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Progress  on  new  private 
enterprise  building  has  speeded  up  slightly  and  if  further  proposals,  which  have 
been  approved  by  the  Council,  bear  fruit  then  the  rate  of  private  development 
should  be  improved  even  more  so. 
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PUBLIC  HEAL^IH  MD  HOUSING  ACTS.  (Continued) 


Eight  discretionary  grants  and  fifteen  standard  grants  were  made  during 
the  year.  The  response  hy  owner-occupiers  to  take  advantage  of  these  grants  is 
quite  favourable  and  during  the  past  year  a few  ov^ners  of  houses  which  are  let  to 
tenants,  have  taken  advantage  of  these  housing  grants.  The  new  increase  in  the 
rents  which  the  owners  can  now  levy  after  improvements  have  taken  place  has  not 
made  any  appreciable  impact  on  the  number  of  applications  for  grants,  but  here  again 
one  must  be  optimistic.

There  are  I4I  'live'  applicants  for  Council  houses  on  the  list. 

One  house,  Y/hich  was  the  subject  of  an  informal  nuisance  notice  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  was  rendered  fit  during  the  year.  During  the  year,  nine 
informal  approaches  i;ere  made  to  OYmers  of  varioiis  properties  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  and  for  the  carrying  out  of  various  repairs  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

In  the  majority  of  cases,  house  owners  have  been  reasonably  co-operative 
and  requests  and  suggestions  which  have  been  made  to  abate  these  nuisances  have 
been  carried  out. 

CAHAVAHS . 


Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Development  Act,  I96O,  control  of  planning 
permissions  and  caravan  site  licences  were  issued  for  the  various  sites  in  the 
town.  Most  of  the  sites  complied  to  some  extent  v/ith  the  model  standards  issued 
by  the  Council  and,  where  further  Y7orks  were  required  to  bring  the  sites  up  to  the 
standard  laid  doYwi  by  the  Council,  the  Coimcil  served  the  respective  ovmers  with 
an  appropriate  notice. 

COMQH  LODGIHG  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  toYm.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOT . 

There  is  no  registered  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district.  The 
butchers  in  the  to\m  make  their  own  arrangements  for  this  service  and  this  arrange- 
ment appears  to  be  working  quite  satisfactorily  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity.

FOOP  HYGIENE  PEGULATIONS , 1955. 


There  are  tvrenty-six  shops,  five  canteens  and  one  bakehouse  which  are 
affected  by  these  regulations.  Inspections  were  carried  out  on  a number  of  these 
premises  and,  as  a result,  three  informal  letters  were  sent  out  intimating  certain 
defects  which  required  attention  in  order  to  comply  with  the  re.gulations . In  each 
case  the  points  listed  were  attended  to  without  any  further  representations  being 
made . 


Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  various  posters  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  were  distributed  throughout  the  various  shops  and  canteens  in  the  town. 
These  posters  were  issued  in  an  effort  to  remind  shopkeepers,  and  food  handlers  in 
particular,  to  take  particular  care  in  the  handling  and  keeping  of  food. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

This  district  is  now  a designated  area  and  all  milk  sold  must  be 
pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested. 

One  dairy  is  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 » 

TtiTo  dealers'  licences  were  issued  for  pasteurised  and  tuberculin  tested 
and  five  for  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  in  Burton  Latimer.  Under  the  new 
regulations  these  new  licences  are  now  for  periods  of  five  years  from  the  date  of 
issue . 
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SECTION  P 


PREVALENCE  OF,  A3D  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIONS  DISEASES. 

Notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  twenty-eight  cases  of 
infectious  diseases.  Apart  from  one  case  of  Non-respiratory  Tuberculosis the 
other  conditions  v/erei-  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Pneumonia,  Vftiooping  Cough,  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Meningococcal  Meningitis.  None  of  these  cases  died. 

LIPHTHERIA. 

There  viere  no  cases  of  diphtheria.  The  policy  of  universal  immunisation 
of  infants  has  been  fully  vindicated  and  one  records  with  satisfaction  that  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  Burton  Latimer  for  fifteen  years.  Me,  there- 
fore, tend  to  forget  the  serious  nature  of  this  disease  and  the  dangerous  compli- 
cations affecting  the  nervous  system  and  the  heart  v;hich  can  follov:  it,  I have 
not  been  satisfied  v^ith  the  level  of  immunity  of  young  children  since  it  was  found 
that  not  sufficient  numbers  \7ere  availing  of  the  facilities  provided  to  ensure 
protection  and,  in  December,  with  the  full  approval  of  the  Health  Committee,  I 
wrote  a circular  letter  to  each  household  in  which  I advised  that  this  state  of 
affairs  required  immediate  remedy  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  step 
achieved  excellent  results. 

Sixty-two  children  were  immunised  during  the  year  and  the  total  number 
imder  the  age  of  15  years,  who  have  completed  a full  course  of  diphtheria 
immunisation,  up  to  31st  December,  19^1?  is  804,  made  up  as  follows s-

VJHOOPING  COUGH.
